To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ramsbottom  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  a  Report  on  the  health  and 
conditions  of  the  District  during  1968. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  population  maintains  its  growth 
during  the  past  year  and  also  that  the  birth  rate  has  increased  slightly. 
In  these  days  of  permissiveness,  it  is  interesting  to  know  that  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births  for  last  year  was  less  than  for  the  last 
two  years,  which  I  feel  should  be  mentioned  as  not  all  young  people  are 
tarred  with  the  same  brush.  The  number  of  deaths  for  last  year  increased 
over  the  previous  year  and  once  again  it  is  in  the  groups  over  sixty- 
five  that  the  majority  of  deaths  occur.  This  we  have  now  come  to 
accept  as  normal  and  most  people  are  reasonably  healthy  in  the  younger 
and  middle  years  and  it  is  after  the  middle  forties  that  people  begin 
to  develop  conditions  requiring  treatment  and  in  some  cases,  resulting  in 
premature  deaths. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  infant  deaths  also 
decreased  dramatically  last  year  which  is  only  an  indication  of  the 
great  care  given  to  expectant  mothers  and  young  children  by  both 
hospital  and  domicilary  services.  Once  again,  it  is  heartening  to 
record  that  no  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  1968. 

The  table  showing  the  causes  of  deaths  on  page  12,  illustrates 
again  that  the  main  causes  are  Cancer  (38)  Heart  disease  (87)  and 
Cerebral  Heamorrhage  (46). 
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It  will  be  of  interest  that  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  last 
year  was  only  59  compared  with  the  previous  year  of  114  and  134  in  1966. 
This  reduction  means  less  demand  on  the  general  practitioner  to  deal 
with  this  problem  and  consequently  will  reduce  the  possibility  of 
complications  occurring  in  children  should  they  develop  Measles. 
Unfortunately,-  the  amount  of  vaccine  available  at  the  present  time,  to 
protect  against  Measles,  is  in  very  limited  supply,  out  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  increase  in  order  to  give  added  protection  to  young 
children.  If  these  conditions  could  be  controlled  then  the  incidence 
of  infectious  diseases  would  be  practically  negligable.  The  only  real 
problem  being  due  to  Infective  Hepatitis. 

There  has  been  an  overall  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  on  the  Register,  but  we  should  still  be  concerned  as  new 
cases  are  being  added  each  year.  Tuberculosis  will  not  be  completely 
controlled  until  there  are  no  new  cases  occurring  over  a  period  of 
time,  so  we  must  not  be  complascent  in  our  attack  on  this  disease.

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  rapid  advance  has  been  made  in 
declaring  areas  in  the  town  smoke  free.  At  this  rate  of  progress  it 
will  mean  that  the  whole  town  will  ultimately  be  a  very  much  cleaner 
and  happier  place  to  live  in. 

I  great fully  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  the  Staff  of  the 
Department,  especially  that  of  Mr.  Kellett,  and  would  again  express  my 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for 
their  continued  support.

Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 


Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  :  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
of  15  per  1,000,  was  lower  than  the  National  Average  of  18.3.  This  gave 
a  5  year  Average  of  15.8  deaths  per  1,000  births. 

Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis:  There  were  no  deaths  from 
either  Respiratory  or  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  but  three  new  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  1968. 

Birth  rate  :  The  corrected  birth  rate  was  20.9  that  is  corrected 
to  a  standard  population  for  purposes  of  comparison  with  the  national 
hate  which  was  16.9 

Death  rate  :  The  rate  of  14.6  per  1,000  compares  with  11.9  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Still  Birth  rate  :  ihe  number  of  registered  still  births  was  4 
as  compared  with  none  last  year.  The  still  birth  rate  being  l4  as 
compared  with  14.3  nationally.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  environmental 
health  carried  out  during  1968. 

In  August,  the  death  occured  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Parkinson,  who,  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  had  been  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  since 
May  i960.  He  had  always  shown  a  deep  interest  in  public  health  matters, 
and  had  given  long  and  devoted  service  in  many  aspects  of  Local 
Government . 

During  the  year  there  were  no  changes  in  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department. 

The  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  provide  a  regular 
weekly  collection,  and  there  was  a  reduction  in  turnover  of  labour,  no 
douht  due  to  the  effect  of  the  incentive  bonus  scheme.  The  Civic 
Amenities  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year  enabling  abandoned  cars 
to  be  dealt  with  more  expeditiously,  in  addition,  a  free  collection 
service  is  being  operated  for  bulky  domestic  articles  for  a  trial 
period. 


The  Council's  first  smoke  control  order  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  July,  1968,  and  in  August,  the  second  order  covering  the  Summerseat 
area  was  made,  the  operative  date  being  the  1st  September,  1969.  A  third 
order  area  at  Hazelhurst  was  approved  for  the  1969  programme.  A  Clean 
Air  Handbook  was  published  by  the  Council,  and  this  is  available  for 
distribution  to  householders,  whether  or  not  there  properties  are 
involved  in  smoke  control  areas. 

A  further  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  confirmed  during  the  year 
together  with  two  Clearance  Orders,  involving  in  total,  twenty-three 
houses,  leaving  some  two  hundred  and  thirty  houses  in  the  Council's 
original  programme  of  houses  likely  to  be  dealt  with  as  unfit.  The 
prospects  of  a  new  housing  act  may  lead  to  the  consideration  of  improvement 
areas,  postal  surveys  having  already  been  made. 
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Under  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  further  attention 
was  focused  on  milk  sampling  for  brucellosis.  The  inspection  of  meat 
at  the  three  slaughter  houses  continued  with  a  100&  inspection  of  all 
animals  slaughtered,  a  total  of  37,918  animals  being  examined,  this 
being  an  all  time  record.  A  total  of  over  17  tons  of  meat  was  condemned 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

I  wish  to  thank  Councillor  J.  -Birch,  Chairman,  and  all  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during 
the  year. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  ready  oo-operation  of  all  the 
Officers  of  thv)  Council,  and  the  willing  and  loyal  service  of  the  Health 
Department  Staff.

(a)  PUBLIC.  -  The  public  water  supply  is  provided  and  maintained  by 
Bolton  Corporation  Water  Undertaking.  The  sources  of  the  water  are 
upland  surface  reservoirs  at  Clowbridge,  Ogden,  Calf  Hey  and  Scout 
Moor,  The  whole  supply  is  chlorinated  and  filtered  through  closed 
pressure  filters.  There  is  liability  to  slight  plumb o-salvency  at 
Clowbridge  and  Ogden  reservoirs.  Lime  treatment  is  carried  out  at 
most  of  the  reservoirs,  and  during  the  year,  the  Water  Authority  took 
samples  in  the  district  for  plumbo-solvency .  Quantity  is  insufficient 
in  a  few  properties  connected  to  low  pressure  mains,  and  on  common 
service  pipes.  Grants  up  to  a  maximum  of  £15  per  house  are  now  being 
paid  for  separate  service  pipes  under  Section  96  of  the  Housing  Act 
1964,  up  to  date  83  grants  have  been  made. 

There  is  close  liaison  between  the  officials  of  the  Health 
Department  and  the  Engineer  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Water  Department 
in  regard  to  water  samples,  and  in  all  matter  connected  with  piiblic 
water  supplies,  and  this  co-operation  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  whole  of  the  Water „ Authority 's  supply  is  subject  to  frequent 
sampling  by  the  health  authorities  throughout  its  supply  area.  During 
the  year,  four  samples  were  taken  by  the  Department  of  public  water, 
all  being  satisfactory. 
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The  Council  have  passed  a  resolution  stating  that  they  have  no 
objection  to  the  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  ^supply.  Natural 
fluoride  is  low  in  water  supplied  to  the  area,  varying  from  0.15  to 
0.03  parts  per  million.  The  authorities  in  the  supply  area  have  not 
yet  agreed  to  implement  the  Ministry  recommendations. 

(b)  PRIV..TE  -  Many  houses  and  isolated  farms  draw  their  water  from 
private  supplies.  In  1968  there  were  8  bacteriological  samples  taken 
from  private  supplies  which  were  suspected.,  of  which  7  were  unsatis¬ 
factory.

During  the  period,  nev;  water  mains  were  laid  at  Helmshore  Road, 
and  at  Stubbins  a.nd  Strongstry.  One  hundred  and  three  houses  will  be 
changed  from  private  to  public  water  once  the  work  has  been  completed. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  :  Public  Health  net,  193&.  Section  15. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  situated  at  Sumncrseat.  They 
embody  detritus  tanks,  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters,  and 
humus  tanks.  Extensions  and  improvements  at  the  sewage  works  were 
completed  in  1964,  including  Coraminuters,  detritus  and  sedimentation 
tanks,  biological  filters,  humus  tank  and  drying  beds. 

RIVER  AND  STREAMS  :  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Acts,  1951-1961. 

The  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Authority  is  the  controlling  authority. 
There  is  close  liaison  with  the  District  Inspectors  of  the  River 
Authority.  A  number  of  cases  of  river  pollution  were  brought  to  their 
notice,  and  joint  inspection  of  new  septic  tapk  installations  took  place. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMOD, .TION  :  Public  Health  Act,  1934.  Section  47. 

The  following  conversions  were  carried  out  during  the  period:

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In  1966,  the  Council  had  a  work  study  carried  out  of  the  refuse 
collection  service.  As  a  result  the  refuse  collection  rounds  were 
reduced  from  three  to  two.  The  district  is  now  served  by  two  teams  of 
eleven  drivers  and  ashhinnen.  The  district  has  now  a  regular  weekly 
collection.  Each  round  is  in  charge  of  a  ganger,  with  a  foreman  in 
charge  of  the  collection  and  disposal  service.  During  1968,  six  men 
joined  the  department,  and  two  men  left.  A  forty  hour  week  is  in 
operation,  special  collections  of  bulky  household  refuse  are  carried 
out  on  Saturday  morning. 

The  Council  collect,  at  an  annual  charge,  refuse  from  certain 
houses  in  the  Tottington  U.D.C.  and  3ury  C.  B.  areas  more  readily 
accessible  from  this  district.  Tottington  U.D.C.  collect  refuse  in 
a  small  portion  of  Holcombe  Brook  more  readily  accessible  from  the 
Tottington  area,  and  Bury  C.B.  from  isolated  properties  in  the 
Walmersley  Old  Road  area. 

The  Cleansing  Staff  are  provided  with  two  sets  of  overalls 
annually  and  a  set  of  water-proof  clothing  bi-annually. 

Repairs  and  maintenance  are  carried  out  by  the  Council's 
Transport  Department.  This  system  came  into  operation  in  195^  and 
has  proved  very  successful.  The  co-operation  of  the  Transport 
Manager,  Mr.  J.  Mort  and  his  staff,  is  acknowledged. 

(b)  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  :  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section  76. 

The  sixteen  acre  tipping  site  at  Bolton  Road  West,  which  came 
into  use  on  the  26th  May,  195^,  continued  to  be  the  sole  disposal  area 
in  the  district.  After  a  request  from  Tottington  U.D.C.  and  agreement 
of  terms,  the  Council  approved  the  disposal  of  all  refuse  from  the 
Tottington  area  onto  the  above  site.  The  agreement  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  April,  1962, 

Public  tipping  of  material  of  an  approved  type  is  allowed  free, 
and  increased  use  has  been  made  of  this  facility. 

A  new  Weatherill  L50,  4  wheel  drive,  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel 
came  into  use  on  the  1st  August,  1968.  This  handles  all  refuse  and  other 
material  received  on  the  tip.  One  tip  attendant  acts  as  driver. 

During  the  year,  approval  was  given  to  modify  the  original  plan 
for  the  tip  by  adding  an  additional  layer  of  refuse  to  increase  the  life 
of  the  tip. 

The  problem  of  finding  suitable  covering  material  in  sufficient 
quantities  remains  unsolved,  and  mitigates  against  proper  controlled 
tipping. 
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Dusting  of  refuse  with  insecticidal  dusts  is  carried  out  during 
the  fly-breeding  .season. 

The  tip  is  treated  at  regular  intervals  for  rodents  to  ensure 
that  these,  are  eliminated  at  the  .earliest  possible  stage.  During  the 
year,  sixteen  treatments  were  carried  out. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  weekly  by  a  gully  and 
cesspool  emptying  machine ,  and  are  discharge  via  a  special  chute  to 
the  sewer. 

(c)  SEPTIC  TANKS 

There  are  a  growing  number  of  small  sewage  treatment  plants  in 
the  unsewered  parts  of  the  district,  many ^in  connection  with  individual 
houses  and  properties  which  have  been  ,the  subject  of  Improvement  Grants. 
Ninety-three  are  now  emptied  once  per  year,,  free  of  charge,  by  the 
Surveyors  Department,  using  an  S  .&  D  Gully  and  Cesspool  emptying  machine. 

(d)  PROVISION  OF  DUSTBINS 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  ,75.

From  the  1st.  April,  1958,  a  bin  .''replacement"  scheme  has  been  in 
operation.  B.S.S.,  792,.  2-^.c.u.  ft...  bins  being  supplied  by  the  Council, 
the  cost  being  levied  ,as  a  .rate  .charge.  During  the  period  140  bins 
were  replaced.  Eventually,  the  bins  will  be  standardised  throughout' 
the  town  with  many  advantages.  Eighty-eight  bins  were  also  sold  during 
this  period.  Paper  sacks  are  supplied  on  request,  at  holiday  periods, 
to  householders  and  a  paper  sack  scheme,  ig  in  operation  on  the  Manchester 
Overspill  site  in  Nutt all  Lane. 

(e)  CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT.  1967. 

.This  act  came  into  force  during  the  year,  under  the  Removal 
and  Disposal  Regulations,  1968,  it  was  agreed  to  make  a  charge  of  £2 
per  vehicle  for  removal  and  disposal  at  owner's  request,  and  £6  if 
carried  out  in  default.  The  Council's  tip  at  Bolton  Road  West  was 
designated  as  a  disposal  point  for  householders  wishing  to  dispose  of 
domestic  refuse.  The  Council  are  operating  a  free  collection  service 
for  items  of  bulky  refuse,  for  q  .trial  period  of  six  months.

During  the  year,  seven  outworkers  were  notified  to  the  local 
authority. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  :  Clean  Air  Act  1956. 

There  are  thirty-six  factory  chimneys  in  the  district.  No 
observations  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Three  volumetric  sulphur-dioxide  recorders  and  three  smoke 
recorders  are  operating  in  the  area.  The  first  instrument  has  been 
in  operation  since  1957  at  the  Council  Offices,  the  second  at  Peel 
Brow  School  since  1st  May,  1959 ,  and  the  third  at  the  Cemetery  Office 
since  1st  April,  i960. 

Smoke  stains  are  read  by  use  of  a  reflectometer  purchased  in 

1958. 

Smoke  stain  readings  with  this  instrument  are  being  carried  out 
for  Bury,  Tawtenstall,  Tottington  and  Haslingden  authorities  and  for 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Experimental  Farm,  Helmshore,  a  total 
of  seven  volumetric  instruments.  A-  small  annual  charge  is  made  for 
this  service. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  S.  E.  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  investigation  of  Autmospheric 
Pollution.  Data  from  the  above  instruments  are  shared  by  some 
thirty  authorities  and  regular  meetings  are  held  to  discuss  problems 
connected  with  this  work  and. smoke  control  in  general. 

The  months  of  July  shows  the  lowest  figures  for  smoke  and 
sulphur-dioxide,  corresponding  with  the  holiday  period.  In  degree  of 
smoke  pollution  the  worst  reading  are  at  the  Council  Offices  with 
Cemetery  and  Peel  Brow  following  in  descending  order  of  pollution 
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The  following  results  of  the  air  sampling  apparatus  at  the 
Council  Offices  are  appended.

The  winter  months  again  show  a  significant  rise  in  pollution,  a 
combination  of  weather  conditions  and  pollution  of  the  air  from  the 
burning  of  raw  bituminous  fuels. 

A  set  of  meteorological  instruments  are  in  use,  these  daily 
provide  valuable  information  to  use  in  conjunction  with  air  pollution 
data,  giving  rainfall,  barometric  pressure,  humidity,  maximum  and 
minimum  temperatures,  two  table  provide  information  from  these 
instruments.  A  Kew  pattern  baropieter  was  brought  into  use  in 
September,  i960,  along  with  a  "Snowdon’*  rain  gauge,  and  various 
thermometers.  The  Surveyor’s  Department  operates  a  recording  rain 
gauge. 

Monthly  reports  of  the  whole  of  this  work  are  forwarded  to  the 
D.  S.  I.  R.  Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  Stevenage,  and  valuable  comparisons 
with  other  areas  are  provided,  a  monthly  summary  is  issued  for  all 
recording  stations  in  the  country.  Close  contact  is  maintained  with 
the  Laboratory  through  the  Consultative  Committee,  through  whom  all 
records  are  consolidated. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air. 

During  the  period  six  applications  were  made  under  Section  3} 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  for  approval  of  furnaces  and  equipment.  The  .Area 
Engineer,  Mr.  P.  Clare,  National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service 
acts  as  consultant  when  required. 
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The  Council's  first  smoke  control  order  at  Holcombe  Brook  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1968;  in  August,  1968,  the  No.  2, 
(Summerseat)  smoke  control  order  was  made  and  confirmed  in  November, 
the  operative  date  being  the  1st  September,  1969.  Approval  was  given 
during  the  year  for  the  inclusion  of  No.  3  area  (Hazelhurst)  in  the 
1969  programme. 

A  Clean  Air  Handbook  was  approved  by  the  Council  during  the  year, 
and  a  first  printing  of  2,000  copies  was  ordered  for  distribution  to 
householders  in  future  smoke  controlled  areas.

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  received  sixteen  treatments  during  the 
year.  The  poison  Warfarin  was  used  extensively  with  satisfactory 
results  against  rats*  Due  to  warfarin  resistance  in  mice,  the  use  of 
.'ilpha-chloralose  has  been  adopted. 

(b)  Sewer  Treatments

During  1968,  considerable  damage  continued  to  be  done  to 
conveniences,  a  number  of  separate  incidents . occurred,  and  damage 
amounting  to  £285  was  suffered,  an  increase  on  last  year  of  £130.

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  stone  built, 
consisting  of  two  rooms  up  and  two  ro^ms  down;  conveniences  such 
as  hot  water  systems,  baths,  etc.,  are  absent  in  many  cases, 
approximately  72?0  of  the  houses  have  baths,  and  88%  have  water 
closets,  these  figures  are  from  the  1961  Census,  and  should  tte 
modified  in  light  of  improvement  grants  during  recent  years. 

The  following  figures  are  taken  from  the  1961  Census  showing  a 
comparison  for  the  whole  of  Lancashire,  and  for  Ramsbottom.

In  June,  1955,  a  report  was  presented  to  the  Council  on  a  housing 
survey  of  sub-standard  type  houses  within  the  area  of  the  Urban  District. 
This  was  required  under  Section  1,  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1954, 
for  submission  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  by  30th 
August,  1955. 
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While  not  every  house  in  the  district  was  inspected,  the 
Minister  required  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  In  all  678  houses  were  listed  in  the  report, 
and  the  following  number  of  houses  have  still  to  be  considered

The  following  table  shows  the  result  of  samples  of  milk  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Withington,  Manchester. 

During  the  year  special  attention  was  focused  on  brucellosis  in 
milk.  The  County  Health  Department  took  a  number  of  samples  during 
the  year. 

In  1968  the  Health  Department  submitted  65  samples  for  examination 
for  the  presence  of  the  organism  brucella  abortus.  Of  these  13  were 
positive  to  the  Ring  Test  and  2  were  positive  to  the  Culture  Test. 

When  positive  samples  are  obtained  the  farmer  is  asked  to  call  in 
a  Veterinary  Officer  at  once  in  order  to  make  a  clinical  examination 
of  the  herd  and  to  take  individual  samples  if  necessary.  When  an 
infected  cow  is  identified  the  farmer  agrees  in  writing  to  isolate  the 
offending  animal  and  -submit  the  milk  for  pasteurisation. 
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Two  positive  samples  were  obtained  involving  in  all  two 
individual  cows.  There  has  been  the  fullest  co-operation  from  the 
farmers  who  are  anxious  to  keep  their  herds  free  from  infection. 

The  eradication  of  Brucella  Abortus  by  present  methods  will  be 
a  very  slow  process.  At  present  there  is  no  control  over  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  infected  cows  which  can  be  offered  for  sale  on  the  open 
market.  The  legal  enforcement  of  compulsory  pasteurisation  is  also 
complicated  and  cumbersome. 

This  infection  in  raw  milk  is  considerably  more  prevalent  in 
this  part  of  Lancashire  due  to  a  large  percentage  of  non-heat  treated 
milk  on  sale  from  a  number  of  producer/retailers  who  have  "flying 
herds".  This  makes  the  problem  of  obtaining  brucella  free  herds  a 
difficult  one  in  this  area.  A  number  of  cases  of  brucellosis  in 
human  beings  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  during  the 
year.

When  considering  these  results  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
methylene  blue  test  and  the  grading  as  applied  to  ice-cream  is  pro¬ 
visional  and  is  only  an  index  of  its  bacterial  cleanliness  and  not 
its  safety  for  human  consumption.  The  results  on  this  basis  were  good, 
three  samples  being  grade  1. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  suggest  that  over  a  period  of  six  months 
50 %  of  a  vendor's  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80%  into  Grade  1 
or  11,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade  111  and  none  into  Grade  IV.

This  is  a 
brick  structure,  adequately  ventilated,  flyproof,  and  provided  with 
cement  rendered  walls,  water  laid  on,  drainage  facilities,  hanging 
rails  etc. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

Slaughterhouses  Act  1958* 

Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958. 

During  the  year  three  slaughterhouse  licences  were  renewed,  these 
expire  on  the  31st  December,  1968. 

Regular  visits  are  paid  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  Veterinary  Officer. 

Slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  continually  since  decontrol 
in  1954  on  most  days  of  the  week.  From  January  to  December,  1968,  a 
total  of  37,918  animals  were  slaughtered. 

Considerable  overtime  has  been  worked  by  the  Council's  meat 
inspectors,  and  during  1968,  313  hours  on  weekdays  and  183  hours  on 
Sundays,  a  total  of  496  hours,  were  worked  hy  the  inspectors.  In 
practice  an  inspector  has  to  be  on  duty  every  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
Considerable  quantities  of  meat  produced  in  the  Ramsbottom  area  are 
being  exported  to  neighbouring  areas. 

The  meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations  i960,  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  November,  and  are  strictly  complied  with. 

All  condemned  meat  is  removed  at  the  time  of  inspection  and  is 
dyed  with  "naphthalene  green".  It  is  finally  disposed  of  to  a 
fertiliser  and  animal  feeding  stuffs  manufacturer  and  to  a  knacker. 

The  butchers  receive  payment  equivalent  to  the  'Condemned  Value"  of 
all  carcases  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  .Sixty-seven 
carcases  were  affected  with  cysticercosis  of  which  some  part  was 
condemned,  a  percentage  of  0.8l  of  the  number  of  cattle  inspected 
compared  with  1.04  in  1968  and  seven  carcases  were  submitted  for 
treatment  by  refridgeration  for  three  weeks  at  20  F. 

In  October,  1963,  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  19&3  came 
into  force  in  the  district,  requiring  the  marking  of  all  meat  prior  to 
removal  from  the  slaughterhouse.  The  Counoil  decided  to  levy 
maximum  charges  for  meat  marking  as  allowed  under  the  Reuglations.  In 
practice  an  Inspector  has  had  to  be  virtually  on  meat  inspection  duty 
full  time  to  cover  the  three  slaughterhouses. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1968,  108  cases  of  cysticercus 
bovis  were  found  in  the  whole  of  the  administrative  county  out  of 
119,252  cattle.  Of  these  60  were  found  in  Ramsbottom  Cut  of  8,127 
cattle. 
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There  was  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  tuberculosis  in 
pigs  slaughtered  in  the  district  from  0.02  in  1967  to  0.03  in  1968. 
On  the  8th  December,  1961,  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations  (Appointed  Day  -  No.  4)  Order,  1961,  was  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

This  applied  to  the  Ramsbottom  U.D.C.  area  and  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  January,  1962.

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LANCASHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ( GENERAL  POWERS)  ACT  1938-68. 

Section  l4,-  of  the  above  Act  came  into  force  in  the  district 
on  the  1st  April,  1952.  This  section  concerns  the  registration  of 
hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises;

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LANCASHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  (GENERAL  POWERS)  ACT  1951-68. 

Section  13  of  the  1951  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April

consumption.  No  notices  were  received  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  (AMENDMENT)  REGULATIONS  1952. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  on  the  31st  August,  1952, 
and  extend  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924-48  to  cover 
an  additional  class  of  animal.  The  slaughter  of  horses,  mares, 
geldings,  etc.,  is  now  controlled  by  these  regulations. 

No  animals  in  this  class  were  slaughtered  in  the  district 
during  the  year.
